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(54) EDGING MILL 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To reduce the equipment cost of a mill and 



to improve the productivity by installing a couple of 
rotatable cylindrical members to have a prescribed 
spacing to each other and installing a driving and a 
supporting cylindrical members which engaging with the 
inside peripheral surface of the former members, 
respectively. 

CONSTITUTION: A couple of work rings 4 are 
horizontally installed between upper and lower housings 
1 to have a prescribed spacing to each other and a 
driving roller 7 and a supporting rollers 8, 9 are installed 
to engage with the inside peripheral surface of the rings 
4, respectively. The rings 4 are supported by rollers 6 at 
two points and are driven to rotate by the roller 7. 
Before rolling a rolled stock 5, a position detector 13 
detects a position of the rings 4 and bring the rollers 7, 




8, 9 to about on the inside surface of the rings 4. The 
slab 5 is edged by driving the rings 4 by the roller 7. The 
equipment cost is reduced because the rings 4 are made 

to be a light weight and large size structure and the productivity is improved because larger 
edging amounts are obtained. 
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
